Noticing the communication of an old 


tobacco grower in your issue of tho llth 
inst., it is best to have facts mora fully 
brought out where a question of so much 
importance as protection or its opposite 
is ao likely to be ignored by party preju- 
dice in the heat of a political canvase. 


My excuse for appearing in public is 


that my experience dotes back to 1857 
when all tho growers of tho weed conlj 
bi> counted on the fingers ot one hand 
and to correct some errors no doubt hon- 
estly entertained by the writer. First 
agreeing wo have 20,COO acres nearly all 
bpan''sh, 3% cases per aero would bo 
high average, making 70,OCD cases. Sec- 
ond, that Sumatra excels or equals our 
own in point except economy of work- 
ing and appearance must be denied 
backed by all lovers of the weed. 
Its 


flavor is of the basest kind and so marked 
that a cigar made" wholly from it would 
consign it to oblivion, but its luster' 
toughness and thin-leaf makes it s dan- 
gerous competitor only as a wrapper 
as compared to domestic Havana three 
to one, but as to ilavor asd commercial 
value after beiag manufactured is EO 
comparison to our own, It it were other- 
wise there might be some excuse for low. 
ering duties. 


With tho ballanee of the article I am 


in full accord but add some facts for 
every grower to weigh before voting in 
direct ant:igomsm to his interests. We 
have in rim section two millions of dol- 
lars invested in sheds and fixtures for 
producing and curing. Tho cash value 
of tho present crop is about two and a 
half millions, the bulk of which is in 
throe counties. Tho money paid out to 
fit it properly for market will exceed 
?200,OCD amoug the laborers and at a sea- 
sou oC tho year when little else can be 
done. After the season for sorting com- 
mences not less than S2000 par weals will 
bo paid out in this city alono, for this 
worlc. Do the business men want o tar- 
iff for revenue only on this business? 
Do tho laborers want it, many of whom 
get from ono to two hundred dollars for 
their winter labor? How many of those 
who signed a petition iist winter to con- 
gress to increase the tariff to a protective 
point wact it? How many growers frho 
hava fought all opposition and brought 
Wisconsin tobacco tojthe front, now just 
ready to reap thf1 benefit of their toil, 
will voto for the party pledged to a re- 
diution of duties and give nway their 
own market to a country widely sepurut- 
ed from us, nod where this product is 
raised by Cooley labor exclusively? It is 
claimed bf some that this country ia only 
a little spot not worth noticing. In reply 
will say that in five years the importation 
of these goods has increased from CO 
oales to an amount exceeding half the 
production of this state and they can in- 
crease it to a point unlimited unless B 
prohibition duty puts a stop to it. Will 
the party pledged to a reduction of duties 
on imports whose candidate indorses such 
a platform bo likely to givo t-ho only relief 
wa can have? The producorand.laborer 
can answer this question at the polls on 
ihe 4th of November.
